Molecular Techniques (SCI208) students. The Institute is one of the world's 

premier DNA sequencing facilities. Their first accomplishment was the 

human genome project (sequencing a complete human genome). As the 

technologies advanced, they 

have sequenced hundreds of 

people's DNA; as well as many 

other organisms. In addition to 

sequencing, they are also 

focusing research efforts in the 

first stages of drug discovery.
